FIREWAKDS'  REPORT. 


The  board  of  Fire  Engineer?  for  the  town  of  Frankiin,  for  the 
year  1874-75,    would  furnish  the  following  repoit: 

The  Fire  Apparatus  will  be  found  substantially  as  last  year, 
no  n^vv  apparatus  having  been  purchased  during  the  y«aV  with 
exception  of  a  pump  and  tank  for  oiling  hose,  with  which  a 
great  saving  can  be  made  in  time  in  oiling,  and  b}-  applying  teh 
oil  to  the  inside  of  the  hose  does  up  business  much  more  thor- 
oughly. The  engines,  hose,  &c.,  we  find  to  have  been  kept  in 
good  order,  and  in  condition  for  instant  service  at  the  slightest 
alarm. 

RESERVOIRS. 

In  addition  to  the  water  supply  there  has  been  n  new  reservoir 
put  iii  near  J.  J.  Lewis'  hous«,  of  the  saaie  gvaneral  plna  as  the 
one  put  in  last  year,  a  three  inch  iron  pipe  connecting  the  two,  so 
that  all  the  water  in  both  may  be  drawn  from  the  lower  reservoir. 
Something  has  also  been  done  to  provide  a  better  supply  tor  the 
reservoir  near  Republican  bridge,  and  it  is  hoped  that  nothing 
else  is  needed  in  that  particular.  There  has  been  a  scarcity  of 
water  for  the  reservoir  near  the  depot,  and  it  has  not  been  full  a 
part  of  the  time  this  winter.  There  will  pjobahly  be  water  plenty 
there  in  the  spring.
